No, 117-lTC(P.N;/.^3,— It has been indicated in appendix 'A^ to the Red Book for the 
Jnly-December 1953 licensing period that the import of sago flour falling under S. No. 34 
of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule will not be allowed. Representations have been 
received from manufacturers of Kumkumam that licences should be issued to them for 
the import of sago flour for manufacturing Kumkumam, as indigenous sago flour is 
not suitable for the purpose. The request has been examined and it has been decided 
to grant actual user licences to manufacturers of Kumkumam for the import of sago 
flour* Applications should be made to the port authorities in the prescribed form 
and manner, supported by the usual certificate of the Director of Industries of the 
State concerned.
